FOR MONITORING AND CONTROL OF AIR POLUTION - "CLEAN AIR 76"- 
HELD IN COMMERCIAL OFFICE FEBRUARY 3-5 WAS OUTSTANDING SUCCESS. 
OFF-THE-FLOOR SALES FOR THE SEVEN PARTICIPATING FIRMS TOTALED 
DOLLARS 160,897.68, WITH 12 MONTH PROJECTION BY THE EXHIBITORS 
OF AN ADDITIONAL DOLLARS 3,890,000 BUSINESS IN THE SOVIET UNION 
AS RESULT LEADS OBTAINED AT EXHIBIT. WITH EXCELLENT COOPERATION 
FROM SOVIET ORGANIZATION HYDROMET, COMMERCIAL OFFICE DREW AN 
AVERAGE OF OVER 75 SOVIET VISITORS PER LECTURE. DIRECTOR OF 
HYDROMET AND DEPUTY MINISTER OF INSTRUMENT MAKING, AUTOMATION 
EQUIPMENT AND CONTROL SYSTEMS PARTICIPATED IN EXHIBIT, SIGNALING 
HIGH LEVEL OF SOVIET INTEREST IN THEME AND PARTICIPATING

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BY EIGHT FIRM, E-H RESEARCH-WERE OVERSHADOWED BY COMMERCIAL

SOVIET SIDE THAT CALIBER OF PRESENTATIONS WAS OF UNIFORMLY 
HIGH LEVEL. ON BASIS OF POSITIVE RESULTS OF "CLEAN AIR 76", 
HYDROMENT AND COMMERCIAL OFFICE OPTIMISTIC ABOUT POTENTIAL FOR

BECKMAN ($32,557.81), 
MELOY LABS ($17,730) AND MONITOR ($45,865.87) SOLD EVERYTHING

AMBASSADOR STOESSEL AND DR. IZRAEL (DIRECTOR OF HYDROMET) 
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PARTICIPATED IN OPENING COCKTAIL FEBRUARY 2, WHICH WAS ATTENDED

4. COMMENTS. MAJOR REASON FOR JEEP'S SUCCESS WAS 
HYDROMET'S COOPERATION IN BOTH PLANNING AND EXECUTION OF EVENT. 
ONCE AGAIN THIS POINTS UP IMPORTANCE OF A) PICKING A THEME IN 
WHICH SOVIETS HAVE STRONG AND CLEARLY EXPRESSED INTEREST; AND 
B) BINDING A SOVIET ORGANIZATION WHICH IS WILLING TO WORK WITH 
THE CO IN ATTRACTING SOVIET SPECIALISTS. HYDROMET'S PRE-SHOW 
ASSURANCES THAT THEY INTENDED TO BUY-AND HAD PUNDS ALLOCATED 
FOR THIS PURPOSE-WERE BORNE OUT BY RESULTS. HYDROMET IS 
INTERESTED IN CONTINUING ITS COOPERATION WITH CO, BOTH IN 
ARRANGING AN EXHIBIT/SEMINAR ON WATER POLLUTION IN SPRING '77 
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(SEPTEL WILL ELABORATE ON THIS) AND IN SUPPLYING CO WITH 
INFORMATION ON SOVIET INTEREST IN SPECIFIC FIRMS (WE HAVE 
ALREADY WRITTEN BENDIX CORPORATION IN THIS REGARD). 

THISATASPLHE SECOND CO EVENT EOR WHICH WE REQUESTED AND 
RECEIVED ASSISTANCE FROM THE SOVIET CHAMBER OF COMMERCE AND 
INDUSTRY. VISA SUPPORT FROM THE CHAMBER FOR THE AMERICAN 
EXHIBITORS WORKED VERY SMOOTHLY, AND THERE WERE NONE OF THE 
USUAL LAST-MINUTE VISA PROBLEMS. THE CHAMBER-SUPPLIED 
SIMULTANEOUS INTERPRETERS AND STAND ATTENDANTS RECEIVED HIGH 
MARKS FROM THE PARTICIPANTS, AND, AS NOTED ABOVE, PLAYED AN 
IMPORTANT ROLE IN PERMITTING EXHIBITORS TO DEVELOP LEADS 
DURING THE LECTURE PROGRAM. THE CHANBER WAS ALSO ASKED TO 
DISTRIBUTE INVITATIONS TO THE FOREIGN TRADE ORGANIZATIONS 
(HYDROMET HANDLED ALL THE MINISTRIES AND INSTITUTES); HERE 
THEIR PEREORMANCE WAS CONSIDERABLY WEAKER, SINCE THERE WERE 
VERY FEW FTO REPS IN ATTENDANCE. OVERALL, HOWEVER, THE 
CHAMBER HAS MADE IT CLEAR IT IS NOW PREPARED TO COOPERATE WITH 
CO ON IN-HOUSE EVENTS. 

LAST-MINUTE CANCELLATION BY DR. MORGAN OF EPA WAS MAJOR 
DISAPPOINTMENT, PARTICULARLY IN VIEW OF HYDROMET'S INTEREST 
IN HIS PARTICIPATION. WHILE HYDROMET APPARENTLY DID NOT 
LIMIT LEVEL OF THEIR PARTICIPATION AS RESULT, THEY DID 
EXPRESS SURPRISE THAT EPA REPRESENTATIVE COULD NOT ATTEND AN 
EVEN WHICH WAS PART OF THEIR JOINT PROGRAM. MORE TIMELY 
NOTIEICATION TO CO OF MORGAN'S PROBABLE NON-ATTENDANCE WOULD 
HAVE ENABLES US TO AVOID SOME EMBARRASSMENT. 

DROP-OUT BY E-H RESEARCH WAS ALSO DISAPPOINTMENT TO CO, 
PARTICULARLY IN VIEW OF OUR EFFORT TO REASSURE THEM ON 
COMMERCIAL POTENTIAL OF THIS SHOW. WE DID NOT KNOW UNTIL 
DAY BEFORE OPENING THAT E-H WOULD NOT IN FACT PARTICIPATE. 

AS USUAL, WE ALSO HAVE SOME LESSONS FOR FUTURE SHOWS. 

NEGOTIATIONS BETWEEN EXHIBITORS AND MASHPRIBORINTORG DID NOT 
TAKE PLACE UNTIL FRIDAY AFTERNOON, WHEN ALMOST ALL PARTICIPANTS 
WERE READY TO LEAVE, AND, IN FACT, CONTRACTS ARE BEING MAILED 
TO PARTICIPANTS THIS WEEK FOR SIGNATURE. (MASHPRIBORINTORG 
SIGNED THEM FEBRUARY 12.) TPD SHOULD CONSIDER REQUIRING - 
OR AT LEAST STRONGLY URGING - PARTICIPANTS WHO HAVE SALEABLE 
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MERCHANDISE TO REMAIN IN MOSCOW AT LEAST TWO ADDITIONAL WORKING 
DAYS FOLLOWING EXHIBIT, EVEN THOUGH THIS COULD MEAN STAYING 
OVER WEEK-END. WE MUST ALSO EMPHASIZE AGAIN NEED FOR ADEQUATE 
SUPPLY OP COMPANY LITERATURE; SOME FIRMS BROUGHT ONLY 50 
PIECES, NOT EVEN ENOUGH FOR FIRST DAY. FIVE HUNDRED SETS ARE 
A MINIMUM. IN ADDITION, EACH FIRM SHOULD BRING ALONG (OR 
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SEND IN ADVANCE) ABOUT 50 COPIES OF LECTURE PAPER. OUR 
COPYING FACILITIES CANNOT HANDLE JOB HERE. AND FINALLY, WE 
BELIEVE THAT IT WOULD BE ADVANTAGEOUS TO ENCOURAGE EARLY DIRECT 
CONTACT BETWEEN EXHIBITING FIRM AND CO, PARTICULARLY TELEX 
CONTACT WHEN TIME FACTOR IMPORTANT.
